WHEREAS, the Student Government Association established the Organizational Relief Fund (ORF) with the 
approval of the Student Body in order to assist in travel for student organizations and university departments; 
and 

WHEREAS, the use of ORF has been overwhelmingly beneficial to the Student Body at Northwestern State; 
and 

WHEREAS, a revision of guidelines is necessary in order to better utilize the ORF fund to benefit students; 
THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the following new Organizational Relief Fund Guidelines be adopted: 

ORGANIZATIONAL RELIEF FUND 


SECTION 1- PURPOSE 

A. The purpose of the Organizational Relief Fund (ORF) shall be to provide aid associated with travel to conferences, 
conventions, or competitions that are educational, academic, or professional in nature. 

B. Reimbursements and funding shall be subject to University and State travel regulations. Applications for funding 
shall be reviewed by the Organizational Relief Fund Committee. 

C. The Student Government Association may allocate a portion of the ORF funds for SGA Grants. The process for 
applying for these funds shall be outlined in a separate governing document. 

SECTION 2- ORGANIZATIONAL RELIEF FUND COMMITTEE 

A. The ORF Committee shall be comprised of the following members: 

1. SGA Vice President, who shall serve as Chair 

2. SGA Treasurer, who shall serve as Vice Chair 

3. Two SGA Senators nominated by the Vice President and approved by the Senate 

4. One member of the Student Activities Board, appointed by the SAB 

5. One student who is not an officer or voting member of the SGA or SAB nominated by the Vice President and 
approved by the Senate 

6. One faculty member appointed by the Faculty Senate President 

7. The SGA Advisor or their designee shall serve as a non-voting ex-officio member 

B. Members shall serve on the committee until they are removed, resign, graduate, or no longer hold their position. 

C. Quorum shall be set as 5 (five) members. Funding shall be decided by a majority vote of the committee. 

D. The ORF Committee shall meet monthly during the fall and spring semesters. The ORF Chair and the SGA Advisor 
or designee shall establish the ORF Committee meeting dates and application due dates for each semester. 

E. Special meetings of the ORF Committee may be called if deemed necessary by the ORF Chair and SGA Advisor. 

F. The ORF Chair or Vice Chair shall give a report to the Senate on all expenditures from the ORF Fee budget once 
per month. 

SECTION 3- GUIDELINES 

A. Only Recognized Student Organizations and University Departments shall be given consideration for funding. The 
Department of Athletics shall be considered one department as a whole, not individual sports. 
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B. ORF Funding shall be used to cover up to 50% of the cost of an approved trip. Funding shall only be used for 
transportation, registration, and lodging. Should the costs of travel increase after funding is granted, the budget 
unit head may allow an increase in funding to cover these costs. 

C. The organization and all traveling members must be in good standing with the University and have paid the ORF 
Fee for the semester they are traveling. If traveling in summer, the fee must have been paid in the spring. 

D. Organizations or departments can only be funded once per academic semester and twice per academic year. 

E. Applications must be submitted by the established due date for an ORF Meeting taking place at least 30 days 
before the travel date unless permission is granted by the ORF Chair in order to be considered for funding. 

F. Applications must have all required information in order to be considered for funding. This information shall be 
determined by the ORF Chair and SGA Advisor and will be listed on the application. 

G. The ORF Committee may establish additional guidelines and procedures in the application as long as they do not 
violate these guidelines and are established in order to better administer the fee and comply with University and 
State travel regulations.

Section 4- Voting 

A. All students, in accordance with the SGA Constitution and Bylaws may cast (1) vote for each 
ballot item unless otherwise specified. 

B. Students on all campuses are entitled to cast a vote in elections hosted under the provisions 
of this code for the positions of Homecoming Honor Court, Mr. & Miss Northwestern State 
University, and any student fee referendum in which they are affected. 

C. Voting shall take place on the SGA Online Student Voting System. 

D. An option for I DO NOT WISH TO CASTA VOTE ON THIS OPTION must be included on each 
ballot item and shall not be counted as a vote. 

E. A majority shall be defined as greater than 50%. 

F. The Election Board may establish voting stations on campus if it so wishes. Voting stations 
shall be under the authority of the Election Board and will be staffed by members of the 
Election Board. There shall be no campaigning within (50) feet of a designated voting 
station. 
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THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President of the SSGA also sign this legislation with the 
approval of the SSGA by the mechanism provided for in the SSGA governing documents for him to do so. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the NSU SGA and SSGA shall continue to strive to work 
collaboratively for the benefit of Northwestern State University.

WHEREAS, the Student Government Association has traditionally administered a grant program to assist 
student organizations and departments with projects and initiatives; and 

WHEREAS, there has long been a need to standardize and rewrite the guidelines to better administer the 
grant program; and 

WHEREAS, these new guidelines will provide the Student Government Association a better mechanism to 
provide more funding for more impactful and meaningful projects and initiatives; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the following new guidelines for the Student Government Association 
Grant Program be adopted: 


STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION GRANTS 


SECTION 1- PURPOSE 

A. The purpose of SGA Grants shall be to provide aid to Recognized Student Organizations and University 
Departments for educational programs, service projects, and campus improvement projects. Priority will be given 
to projects and initiatives that directly benefit the campus and Student Body. 

SECTION 2-GUIDELINES 

A. Funding for the SGA Grant Program shall come from the Organizational Relief Fund budget and shall not exceed 
more than $20,000 per academic year. The SGA Senate shall approve the SGA Grant budget each academic year. 
The allocated amount shall be submitted to the Senate by the SGA President and Treasurer. 

B. The SGA Treasurer and Department of Fiscal Affairs will oversee the SGA Grant program. 

C. The SGA Treasurer and SGA Advisor will develop the application and set due dates and meeting times. 

D. Additional policies and procedures may be developed in order to better administer the SGA Grant program as 
long as they do not violate these guidelines. 

SECTION 3- ELIGIBILITY & FUNDING 

B. Only Recognized Student Organizations in good standing and University Departments shall be given 
consideration for funding. 

B. Grant awards cannot exceed $5,000 and may only be awarded once per academic year to each applicant. 

C. Only projects that are educational, service oriented, or offer improvements to the Northwestern State 
University campus will be considered for funding. 

D. Any campus improvement projects must first gain approval from the appropriate members of the University 
administration prior to applying. Those without permission will not be considered. 

C. Reimbursements and funding shall be subject to University purchasing regulations, policies, and practices. 

SECTION 4-APPROVAL 

A. Applications will be submitted to the SGA Treasurer in the manner detailed previously in these guidelines. 
Incomplete applications will not be considered. 
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B. The Department of Fiscal Affairs will review the applications and submit them to the SGA Cabinet for final 
approval. 

C. There must be at least three members from the Department of Fiscal Affairs present, not including the SGA 
Treasurer who will serve as a nonvoting chair of the meeting, in order to review the applications. 

D. Applications shall be submitted to the SGA Cabinet with a favorable or unfavorable recommendation. 

E. The SGA Cabinet shall approve the applications by majority vote. There must be at least six members of the SGA 
Cabinet present in order to approve the applications. The SGA Advisor shall be non-voting.

WHEREAS, the Northwestern State University Student Government Association's system of office hours needs 
to be revised to have the most optimal level of productivity and effectiveness throughout the internal 
operations of the Student Government Association; and 

WHEREAS, The Northwestern State University Student Government Association currently requires each 
Senate Branch member to preform three (3) office hours a week that is to be submitted to the SGA Vice 
President, and 

WHEREAS, the current three (3) office hours for senators only require one hour in the office: 

WHEREAS, this creates long periods of time where the SGA office is empty, and 

WHEREAS, these outstanding periods of dormancy are not favorable for the SGA or its ability to fulfill its 
mission to properly represent the student body, and 

WHEREAS, each member of the Senate Branch receives a scholarship of $150 per semester that holds them to 
a duty to fulfill the overall mission and individual requirements of this elected position within SGA, and 

WHEREAS, these changes are geared towards assuring that the SGA will run more effectively and has the 
capability to represent the student body in the best manors possible; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the Student Government Association amends the following to the SGA 
Standing Rules of Order: 

XII. Office Hours 

h. Senators shall complete no less than three (3) office hours per week in the SGA office. 
They must post their schedule in the SGA Office. The Vice-President shall work with 
Senators to determine the best schedule for staffing the SGA Office according to the 
availability of the Senators' schedules. 

2. SGA Meetings, Department, and Committee Meetings do not count as office hours. 
The Vice-President may clarify other specific activities and events may constitute office 
hours. 

3. Senator office hours must be submitted to the Vice-President no later than midnight 
on Sunday to be counted for that week. Hours are not transferable to the following 
week. Failure to submit office hours will be considered an unexcused absence for each 
offense.
